It seems to me that 
every intelligent and fair-minded 
person owes it to himself and to) 
hts-country. if not tothe Necro. 
re-examine his own conceptions: to 
try to learn, through personal con- 
tact and bv readine. what the Ne- 
gro ts thinkine and doing. ang 
waht sort of peonle Negroes really 
are and have it in them to be. 

“Tf our public-spirited people! 
will do this and wil! spread to oth- 
ers the truth as thev have learned 
it, we shall have cone a lone wav 
toward creating that epirit of 
mutual understanding and  toler- 
ance without which the problems 
of race adjustments will never be 
solved.”’
